Bust of Hong Kong Ring 


SAN FRANCISCO - FBI agents 
Scized So million worth of high-quality 
“China white ”heroin and arrested 8 
SuSpected distributor in SF, Apnl 13. 37 
year-old So Kau Chan of Alhambra waS 
arrested at a Fisherman's Whart Hotel in 
connection with a heroin-trafficking ring 
based in Hong Rong. 

Agents made another 11 arests in 
Hong Kong and selized more than 100 
pounds of hercin in the -ulminaton of 
"Operation Basmboo Dragon.”The ring is 
believed to be a miajor Supblier of China 
white heron tc the East Coast, Said FBI 
Special Agent Richard Held. 

The heroin recovered in SF, believed 
to have originated in Thalland，waS 
destned for East Coast distribution, he 
added、Undercover agents In Hong 人 ong 


had paid $400,000 for the S pound bag of 
heroin agents recoOvered in SFE， The bag waS 
concealed beneath the false bottom of a blue 
sultcase, which Chan handed over to 
undercover agents at a Fisherman's Wharf 
hotel.

It is interesting that America is the only 
naton in the world that does not expect one 
to learn more than one language. The 
English Only movement reinforces that 


View. This outdated stance is a remmnant 
from the imperialistic codes of early 
America, and does not translate into 21st 
century America as a world power. For the 
United States to maintain a position of 
power and prestige globally, it is necessary 
to becorme proficient cross-culturally, rather 
than remaining within the rigid limitations 
of one language and one culture， 

It is ironic that so much energy is 
expended on getting rid of the languages of 
native Speakers when, at the same time, the 
State requires that students take 3a “foreign 
language "to qualify for college admission， 

This nation of immigrants needs to tap 
the rich language and cultural resources of 
its citizens. With the growing importance 
of Pacific Rim trade, it becomes imperative 
to do so. English First becomes 3a political 
contradiction on both the domestic and 
international ljevels. 

Since English is already the de jacto 
official janguage, it does not need to be 
legislatively mandated, There is no 
challenge in any form to the importance 
and use of English in America. The danger 
of English Only as law is that it gives 
impetus to disapproval and punishment of 
those who speak other languages. This can 
OCccur in countless overt and covert forms. 
An employer might justify discrimination 

.based upon an applicant's accent. An . 
educator might punish a newcomer for his 
or her lack of English proficiency in 
Zealous Support of the English Only 
program.

Legal contradictions could arise where 
the local statutes might be superceded by 
national jaws,.

in 1979, I had the privilege to stand 
Witness for the first candidates in Washing- 

ton State who were allowed to study for 
Citizenship in their native language. This 
would be another law in contention if the 
English Only movement continues to 
gather Steam 

Idaho Senator Steve Symms introduced a 
bill before Congress which proposed a 
national constitutional amendment declar- 
ing English as our nation's official lan- 
guage.Although a national constitutional 
change is unlikely, the growing trend 
alarms ethnic communities who view the 
English Only move as xenophobic and anti- 
immigrant. They see the official language 
concept as a tremendous step backward， 
disenfranchising their people instead of 
helping .them， 

Proponents of biljingualism and cultural 
pluralism argue persuasively that America 
cannot be defined by one language or one 
culture, Rather, the emerging picture of 
21st century America is a technicolor 
kaleidoscope of many faces, colors， 
languages, values, patterns and cultures， 
This diversity points to the real strength of 

Americanness in Our country: a sense of 
national unity based on shared commitment 
to democracy and to the rights of every 
citizen，

"Oriental girls" are interchangable; that true 
happiness will follow with the po8sessto7 
of such a creature; and an incredible desire 
to have another“Oriental girl” two hours 
after leaving one. 

This Syndrome has been further 
perpetuated by American GIs fond memo- 
ries ofR 上 R activities in Japan, Hong 
Kong, Taiwan, Korea, Vietnam, the 
Philippines and Thailand 一 where impov- 
erished women and girls have been forced 
to make themselves as desirable as possible 
to put food on the table. 

What brings all of these thoughts to 
mind are two things. One is Debbie Gee s 
recent documentary on KQED called 
Siaying tne Dragom in which she pre- 
sented, historically, how the image of Asian 
women has been Shaped by flm and 
television stereotypes. The other is an 
upcoming five-part series on mail-order 
brides set to air the week of May 16 on 
KTVU SIO OICIlocK Newy.

hough ChinaPharmacy firstopened in 1921and ls 
closing its SF Chinatowm Store after 67 years, its 
Story can be fraced back even farther. The Story 
beginsin 1908 when Andrew WongcametoAmericafrom 
Hoiping of the Guangdong province, two years after his 
father.NinemonthsafterAndrew arrived,his fatherpassed 
away. He was 13 years and had $10 in his pocket 

He worked as a busboy and grocery clerk，beftore he 
decided to goto Porterville to work in the lumber camp to 
make more money. He experienced prejudicial treatment 
as at that time Chinese workers made less than the whbite 
workers. His son Warren Tecalled how their diminutive 
father had to stand on a stool in order to reach the sink tm 
Wash dishes. 

Laterhe workedin Fresno and lived at the Fresno Con- 
gregational Church，where he was encouraged to continue 
his studies. He later returned to SF and stayed at the Con- 
gregational Church near Portsmouth Square and began 
working at a drug store. 

In 1918，after night classes, he became licensed as an 
assSistant pharmacist and began studying at UC School of 
Pharmacy in SF. Six months later he became licensed as 
apharmacist atthe age of 26. He then borrowed money to 
open the first China Pharmacy at the corner of Clay and 
Stockton， where the Celadon Restaurant is currenty lo- 
Cated. 

Wong often described proudly the humble beginnings 
ofthepharmacy. His son,Andrew Jr.remembers his father 
tellinghim' “thatthefirstservicecounter Were orangecrates 
with a cloth on top.” 

Andrew Sr repaid everyone within ayearand made all 
his lenders stockholders in the pharmacy. He sent them 
“dividend”checksevery yearand continuedto sendchecks 
to the stockholders”children and grandchildren。 Every 
month，he also sent money to his mother and younger 
brother, who he never saw again after heleft China, due to 
the fact that he was always busy with the pharmacy. 

Andrew Sr. married Martha Sum，daughterofthe First 
Chinese Baptist Church minister, Soon after opening the 
Store. They had three sons, Andrew Jr., and Warren, both 
of whom worked at China Pharmacy until its closure the 
pastMarch 31,and Marshall, presentty with the SF Police 
Dept. 

In 1929, Andrew Sr. opened China Pharmacy #2 at 
Grant between Jackson and Pacific Aves.

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INROADS TO POWER: 
Asian American 了 Political Aides 


: By GRANDE LUM 


Historically, Asian Americans like other 
minority grOuUDS have been disenfranchised 
in the politcal prccess. But in recent years， 
more Asians have ceen elected to high politi- 
cal office, ledby US 5enator Daniel Inouye， 
Delaware SLt. Gov. and US Senatorial can- 
didate 3$. B. Woo，California s Secretary of 
tate March Fong Eu and California US 
Congressmen Robert Matsul and Norman 
Mineta. 

However，another measure of political 
clonuitis thereality thatmanyelected officials， 
partcularlythose with constituencies includ- 
ing many Asian Americans，have actively 
Tecruited Asian American aides. These paid 
stafftmembers serve both torelate the Serious 
concerms in the community to the elected 
officials and to transmalt back the officials- 
Policy views. 

9ome learm the artof politics as aides and 
goontorunforpoliticaloffice.Forexample， 
Mike Woo, the fastnsing LA City Council- 
man, was an aidetostate 9en. DavidRoberti 
for eight years before becoming the first 
Asian Armierican to Serve ontheLA council. 

Buthigher politcal office is not the pri- 
mary focus of these staffers. Instead they see 
themselves as Tesource persons the commu- 
nity canrelate to. According to Maeley Tom， 
a longHime aide to Robert who recently 
moved over to Tun the state office of Asiany/ 
Pacific Affairs，formed recently to provide 
access for Asian communities to the State 
legislature.“We provlde accessibility to OUr 
Ownpeopleinneed, and wehelpthemusethe 
political process to find solutions,” 

Aides can also_help_ bridge legislation 
priorities and community needs. Frank 
Chong, an aide to Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown, does outreach to the Asian American 
communities， He noted how he has been 
“getting the word out ”to commnunity groups 
ontherecently-passedbillAB1933,concern- 
ing minority business contracts [尼克 3/24/ 
65]. 

Constituents and community leaders also 
communicate to aides on key community 
issues. Russ Lowe, the Northern California 
field representative for US Senator Alan 
Cranston，heard 们 om 3a constituent that 3 
Rolling Stone Masgazine article， “Seoul 
Brothers,”was racist. LOowe quickly notified 
Korean community leaders and other Asian 
advocacy groups [BE/ 隶 3/24/88]. Yoon He 
Kim，Asian Pacific Affairs director for US 
Senator Pete Wilson，became involved in 
negotiations withRollingstore overaformal 
apology and other steps the magazine took to 
undo the damage. 

Maeley Tom called being an aide，serv- 
ing as the politician's alter ego. Lowe calls 
it being“in Sync”with Senator Cranston. A 
common theme that Surfaced in the inter- 
views with the aides is a strong belief and 
loyalty to the elected official. There is a 
Strong Sense of a team approach. 

Staff members play various roles on the 


“teams.”Some like Chong，Ying Lee 
Kelley of East Bay Congressman Ron 
Dellums office andRussell Jeung from SF 
Mayor Art Agnos” administration do a 
geat deal of constituent woOrKk. They asSist 
individuals with problems. Chong, a for- 
mal mentalhealth workercalls his job “part 
Social work and part public policy:”
